APPENDIX NO. 1 . TO THE REVOKTS Ot TBt 
COMMITTED FOB ROADS, BROAD WUitLS, 
&C. 

Observations on the means of giving 
to the Wheels of heavy Carriages, 
the 'same intensity oj pressure on 
the surface of Roads ; and a state- 
ment if the advantages that would 
result therefrom ; by Alexander 
Camming, esq. of PenlonviUs. 

ADMITTING that the cylindrical 
wheel was universally adopted, 
it becomes of the gieatest importance 
that the breadth of the wheels be 
adjusted to the w,eight of the load ; 
so that the truqk or impression of the 
wheels of eveiy carnage shall be of 
the same depth, and that the wheels 
of each carnage may recipiocally 
noil in or upon the ttacks of each 
other without damage: but that on 
the contiaiy, each subsequent wheel 
shall add to the impiovemeiit of the 
pieceding, and render tne tr«ck more 
peiiect than before. 

2. There appeals to have been a 
great oveisight in the regulations of 
tne 13th of Geo. 111. in tins i expect. 
The weight of the loaded waggon 
being divided into foui, and eaiti 
wheel supposed to bear an equal share, 
the total pleasure oi the wlieels ou 
the load appeals to have been takeii 
as the effective power of the whetl 
to act and make an nnpiession on the 
surface ; and no other criterion of the 
intensity cf that power, to cut the 
surface or to make an nnpiession or 
rut was assumed ; no notice appears 
to have been taken of the piopoition 
which the breadth of the wtwel had 
to the weight that it sustained; nor 
of the intensity of the action of I he 
same weight, on wheels of different 
bieadths
